‘That information must, 
to a certuin extent, alter their 
ideas upon mosquito prevention. 
Only cutting undergrowth near at 
hand would not ‘therefore entirely 
eradicate. mosquitoes. It was, 
however, of use because -mos- 
quitocs must have. shelter from 
tne sun during the day time. Any 
anopheles mosquitoes exposed to 
the sun died. Dr, Pearse ‘added 
that he would like to, take that 
opportunity of reminding the 
public that mosquitoes hibernated 
in cellars and cupboards and other 
similar places. There were means 
by which they could get rid of 
mosquitoes from houses, They 
kept in the disinfecting station 
prepared pastiles made of sulphur, 
jcharcoal and saltpetre and they 
would he glad to issue a supply. to 
snyone who desired to, fumigate 
dark corners, cupbbards, , cellars 
and other places to which mos- 
quitoes might possibly hibernate.

about 25.2214 francs; in Germany 
20.43 marks, and so on. 


- ‘Thus, there were from timo to 
time fluctuations in the actual 
market values of these currencies, 
out these movements were within 
very moderato and quite normal 
ranges, and the allownnce of a 
small margin to ‘cover any stich 
normal movement was quite 
sufficient precaution. to ensure 
cover against the possibility of 
any loss. - ; 

The inner meaning and theory 
of exchanges were understood by 
few exporters—nor, in the 
circumstances, did they need to 
study this question, Tho fact 
that exchange entered into the 
question of export trade, speaking 
Droadly, gave no more difficulty 
to the exporter than in putting 
through a transaction where 
sterling was the medium through- 
out, - . 


CHANGING MARKETS. 


A further very © pronounced 
difficulty which enters into export 
business even where the question 
of exchanges does not arise or is 
of no special magnitude, is that of 
keeping au fait. with tho very 
radical changes which have taken 
place in practically every market 
of the world, since the effects of 
the war first began to be felt. 


Before the war long experience 
with those markets in which the 
exporter was interested had 
taught him the tastes of his 
customers, the usual methods of 
doing business, terms of payment, 
and credit, .He had his normal 
business channels for gaining in- 
formation of this nature, dnd as 
conditions in most of the import- 
ant markets were more or less 
constant from year to year, or 
changed only upon lines which 
were normal and could more or 
less be foreseen, euch channels 
proved quite sufficient to keep 
him up to date in the informa- 
tion gained through years of 
experience. ‘ 


At the present time, however, 
such is not the case. During the 
five years of war and the two and 
a half years since the war ended, 
almost every factor of the char- 
acter has been radically 
altered. 


In the first place, the intreduc- 
tion of goods from other than the 
usual sources of supply, and 
other causes, have resulted, in 
very many instances, in the 
tastes of the buying public having 
marked changes. 
Goods formerly in vogue are no 
longer in demand, but have been 
superseded in popularity by 
newer descriptions. The dis- 
organisation of the world’s cur- 
rencies, besides affecting ex- 
changes, has brought- sbout 
revisions in methods of payment 
and in the length of credits allow- 
ed and the terms upon which 
they are arranged, :

The Bubble Bursts. 


80 the big Canton bubble of 
indignation has burat and instead 
of thinking our Governor a 
acheming intriguer the people of 
Canton, according to the Canton 
vernacular papers, are ready to 
praise him for some of his past 
actions. When on Saturday last 
wo appealed to the Hongkong 
Government to set the Can- 
toness minds at rest by 
thosimple procedure of an 
official statement. we did so 
because the Position was 
gotting to something approaching 
a serious stage, and it was there- 
fore with reliof that we !ater 
learned that His Excellency had 
communicated with .the British 
Qonsul-General at Canton in- 
structing him to put the Canton 
Government at case. The 
readiness with which the Canton 
authorities accepted that assur- 
ance and the publicity given by 
the Chinese press to tho genoral 
satisfaction felt, makes us think a 
little more of them all. There 
is.Jittle to be gained by raking 
over the whole ground of the 
controversy again and we do. not 
intend doing so. But the scares 
and rumours that have now been 
laid to rest serve to point 
out the danger of . alway 
surrounding official doings witH 
mystery. . We are not inclined to 
ibink that tho blame for that 
mystery lies on the Govern- 
ment so much as it. does 
on others who, at the 
very outset of the Governor's 
visit to the north, began asking 
questions. and making- conjec- 
tures. An air of mystery was 
manufactured before there were 
grounds for it and it was ‘a some- 
what simple matter for our 
Canton friends, who must neces- 
sarily view any dealings with 
Peking at a rather biassed angle, 
to connect that mystory to some- 
thing inimical to its, interests. 
While we realise that it. was 
busybodies who laid this trail of 
foolish rumours, we also. think 
that the Government should not 
have laid itself open to suspicion 
by studied silonce. | Even yot 
there bas bean no official ex- 
planation of the Peking visit.

Ulster’s “Uncrowned King.” 


For some time it was thought 
that Sir Edward Carson, so con- 
spicuously identified with Ulster, 
would be the first Premier of the 
northern province under the 
Government of Ireland (Home 
Rule) Act just coming into force, 
A few months ago, however, it 
was intimated that Sir Edward's 
leadership of Ulster was to bo 


transferred to Sir James Craig: ‘ 


The news just received marks the 
close of the ex-First Lord of the 
Admiralty's appearance in’ the 
character. of statesman,. as Sir 
Edward now’joins the judiciary, 
His career at the Bar has hoen 
temarkable in more than one re- 
spect, Reaching the “inner Bar” 
in 1889 as a member of tho Irish 
Bar and in 1894 as a membor of 
the English Bar, Sir Edward is 
one of the surviving “Q.C's,.” (He 
was only .thirty-five when first 
attaining “silk,” a notable 
circumstance, especially at that 
time.) Solicitor-Genoral for 
‘Treland andsubgequently Solicitor- 
Genoral and. Attornay-General 
for the “predominant partner,’ he 
has the probably unique ex- 
perience of having been a 
Law Officer of the ‘Crown 
in two countries. Like 
Sir Rufus Isaacs (now Earl Read- 
ing, the new Viceroy: of India), 
whom he succeeded as Attorney- 
Goneral, Sir Edward long 
enjoyed one of the ~most 
lucrative practices at the Bar, 
and in accepting an appoint- 
ment as Lord of Appeal— 
which will take him to the Upper 
Chamber as a life peer—U Ister's 
hero will no doubt sustain a loss 
of income. Perhaps at 67. the 
lawyer-politician feels ready for 
comparative quietude after a 
strenuous career,. For a short 
while Sir Edward was Firat 
Lord of the Admiralty, and 
subsequently was Minsister 
without Portfolio (a post 
imported from Contivental poli- 
tios during the war). He is most 
widely known.to. fame, however, 
as the protagonist of the Orange 
interest. Sir Edward was “ gen- 
sralissimo” of the Ulster 
Volunteers, with Mr. #. E. Smith, 
KC., as chief “ galloper,” which 
fave rise to a piquant sequal. 
FE.” (now Lord Birkénhead), 
who is many yeara his former 
chief's junior, in’ turn became 
Solicitor-General and Attorney- 
General, and then ‘mounted the 
Woolsack.

Before Mr. R. E. Lindsell this 
morning, threo Chinese were 
charged with criolty to fowls. 

A European sergeant said ho 
arrested -the second and third 
defendants who were near tle 
Star Ferry wharf while they were 
going on board tho ferry. Tn.two 
crates were about 175 chicken 
whose legs were protruding 
through the holes in the crates. 
Two of the chicken died, while 
many of them were badly injured. 

The first detendant said he 
purchased three crates of chicken 
‘from the Western market, but the 
second defendant packed them in 
two crates only.

GERMAN TRADE IN 
SHANGHAI 


Activity Among the Old Firms 


Further interesting information 
with reference to the activity of 
German merchants in Shanghai 
is- given in an article in the 
“Sinwanpav." According to this 
journal, the commercial treaty 
with Germany has not yet been 
drafted, but:German merchants 
in Shanghai are very active and 
their former commercial standing 
is gradually boing restored. -Al- 
though the Allied nations have 
made a rule tha: all German ex- 
ports must pay an export duty 
amounting to one-tenth of their 
value, the quantity of indigo, 
nails and other merchandize 
arriving in Shanghai is very 
large. Substantial quantities are 
arriving cach week, 

Most. of the men who were 
formerly managers of German 
export firms have returned. to 
Shanghai, . among them the 
managers of Siemsens and Mel- 
chers, while other well known 
conipanies are now represented, 
They are endeavouring to resume 
business, with the assistance of 
their -old compradores. The 
Pootung wharf of Melchers & Co, 
is under the contro! of the Minis- 
try of Communications and is at 
present leased by a Japanese 
firm. The lease, expires in 
August or September next and a 
German representative of Messra 
Mechers, accompanied by a Chin- 
ese, has left for Peking in the 
hope of securing the leave from 
the Ministry of Communications, 
80 as tobe able to use the wharf

The Question of its Base. 

. For some time past it has been 
urged by some of the leading 
naval authorities that the head- 
quarters of the China Squadron 
should be transferred from 
Rongkong to Singapore, but up 
to the present nothing definite 
has. eventuated in that con- 
nection. 

‘We learn that this matter will 
form part of the genera! question 
of Imperial Defence which is to 
be considered by the Imperial 
Conference due to be held this 
year in London and: that upon 
the decisions roached ‘at that 
Conference will rest the fate of 
Hongkong as a naval base.

~ Proceedings by M. Goldman 
against C.S. Maitland were be- 
gun in H. M. Supreme Court at 
Shanghai on the 19th inst. before 
his Honour Judge Skinner 
Turner. Plaintiff's claim was 
for the return of a deposit of. 
$3,000 paid to defend at under 
the terms of an agreement for a 
lease dated September 30, 1920, 
made . between ‘defendant as 
lessor and plaintiff ag lessee in 
respect of premises No. 1 Jukong 
Road. Plaintiff . entered into 
possession on December 10 and 
remained in possession until 
December 27, when the premises 
were closed by order of the 
Chinese authorities, and: defend- 
ant re-possessed himselt of the 
premises and had remained in 
possession and occupation ever 
since. Plaintiff further claimed 
for the return to him of a portion 
of the stock of wine and spirits 
belonging to him and left by him 
upon the premises and consumed 
or wrongfully detained by defen- 
dant; or, in the alternative, the 
value of the goods, $450. 

Mr. Kentwell, for defendant, 
raised the question of there being 
a doubt as tohis being a British 
bubject. - : 

- Mr. P. W. Goldring, for plaintiff, 

pointed out that defendant had 
submitted to the jurisdiction of the 
Magistrate in the British Police 
Court, who recently sentenced him 
to three months’ imprisonment.

Of equal interest is the in- 


formation which has at the same 
time beon received that his Hon- 
our Judge Skinner Turner, who 
has held the position in tho 
absence of Sir Havilland, has 
been appointed Judge of the 
Supreme Court. 

Judge Skinner Turner came to 
Shanghai at the beginning of 
1916, continuing 4 career in the 
Foreign Office Judicial Service 
which was started in 1900. He 
had consular. and judicial ex-' 
perience in Uganda and Mom- 
basa, and his subsequent appoint- 
ments included a. judgeship of 
first instance in H.M. Court for 
Zanzibar, He was afterwards 
Judge of the Appeal Court for 
Kast Africa and Judge of H. M. 
Court for Siam, while he had also 
been an adviser of the Siamese 
Government and a judge of the 
Highest Siamese Court of Appeal. 
To this. experience he has now | 
added five years of service in 
Shanghai, and thus is eminently 
qualitied to deal with the in- 
tricdte situations arising from the 
operation of extraterritorial low, 
which so often comos before tho 
Court.

CHINESE ART.

Painting; of The Sung Period. 


Two Excellent papers on 
Chinese Art were given at the 
Literary !‘epartment of the Ameri- 
can Woman’s Club at Shanghai 
recently, one on the Emperor Hui 
Tsung, the other on the paintings 
of the Sung period. Mrs. F. Van 
Buskirk gave the first paper and 
the mniterial she had gathered 
together was unusual and most 
intores(ing.: “It was under the 
reign of the Emperor Hui Tsung, 
she said, that Chinese pictorial 
art attained its highest develop- 
ment at least so far as the paint- 
ing of landscapes was concerned. 
Paintiog was not a profession but 
was. the means by which a 
cultured weiter was able to 
express his thought, and to 
illustrate his genius, Many poets 
were excellent - painters. They 
wrote their verses with the same 
brush that later drew pictures of 
the inspiring sconery.” An Art 
Academy was opened by Hui 
Tsung for studies, and exhibitions, 


Foremost among the artists was], 


the Emperor himself who was a 
master of detail and force of line. 
His reign was broken up by the 
tragedy of the capital city being 
captured with the rest of North 
China in 1126 by the Tartars. 
Hui Tsung died among his 
captors in 1135 and his Art 
Institute became a part of the 
Court Service of the new govern- 
ment at Hangchow, thus becom- 
ing a great centre of culture,
